Witness—No; she too to find

The Attorney Ceneral-—TWas the pris-
sner attentive to her?

Witness—Protty well; 1 shouldn't have
liked it.

The Attorney General—What do you
mean by that?

Witness—Well, hoe never sat by her
bedside for any length of time; he never
held ber hand; ho never kissed her. Oh,
it 1s easy to tell when a man loves &
woman!

The Attoruey Genernl—How long was
it before she was able to get about!

Witness—Quite three months,

The Attorney General—Did she then re-
turn to England with ber husband?

Witness—Not for another month. They
went to Italy, and I went with them.

The Attorney General—Did the pris-
oner's sttention to his wife undergo any
marked change after her convalescence?
‘Was he more affectionate—more lovingly
attentive?

Witness—Not that I saw. All he
seemod to eriive for was excitemoent. It
was nothing but rushing here nnd rushing
there. Every night some theatrs or en-
tertainment to go to; every day riding
about, and dining out at different places.

The Attorney General—So that there
waa not much of home lifer

Witness—Not at alL

The Attorney General—Was this state
of things agreeable to your mistress?

Witness—I am not sure. Bometimes
she ¥ to her husband that they
should spend a qulet evening at home, but
he always replied that he had tickets, or
had taken seats, for some place of enter-
tainment. When she spoke to me of the
life they were leading, she used to say
bow attentive her husband was to her,
and how he was always loo out for
something to amuse her. Buat Idid not
regard it in that light; I thought it was
more for himself than for her that he kept
up such a round of excitement. It helped
him to forget.

The Attorney General—To forget what!

Witness—That he was a married man.

The Attorney General-—During those
early days were there any quarrels be-
tween them?

Witness—No, not what you can call
quarrels, Sometimes she complained, or
fouud fanlt, but he soldom at that time
answered her lo any way to canso a guarrel
~that I8, so far ns he was concerned, It
was different afterward, Thero were oc-
casions during their honeymoon—if you
can call it & honeymoon—and nt first
when they wero settled at home, when his
silance provoked my mistress, and made
her madder than an open row would bhave
done. But the more she stormed the
quieter he was, and these sccenes always
ended In one way: Mr. Layton would
leave the house, and remain absent for a
good many hours. Then my mistress
would torment herself dreadfully, and
c¢ry her eyes out, and rave and stamp
about like a distracted creature. “He
will never come back!" she would may.
“I have driven him from me! He will
make away with limself!

A ring at tho bell or a knock at
the door would send her flying down
stairs to seo If it was her husband. 1 was
really afraid sometimes that she wounld
go quite out of hor mind. Then, when he
came back, she would rush up to him and
throw her arms round his neck, and sob,
and fall upon her knoes to ask forgive-
ness, It wos a dreadful life to lead.

The Attorney General—In what way
would the prisoner receive these tokens of
penitence on the part of your mistress?

Witness—In just the sume way as he
received her scoldings. The one remark
I heard him make to her in those days—
uot always in the same words, but always
to the same effect—was: *“You should
have more control over yourself.” I used
to wonder that & man could be so pro-
voked and keep so cool. But a person
may be cold outslde and hot inside,

The Attorney Genernl—Do you {hink
that was the case with the prisoner?

Witness—Yes, 1 do think so.

The Attorney General—Well, thoy came
home and settled down?

Witness—Yes.

The Attorney Genernl—Now about the
home they oceupled?  Did they rent it, or
was it thelr own property?

Witness—It was their own property.
My mistress sald it was purchased partly
with B own money, and that it wus in-
cluded in the settlements,

The Attorney General—What do yon
mean by “partly with her own money?"’
—money she had saved or Inherited?

Witness—No; money she had won upon
TRCces.

The Attorney General—¥Waa she, then,
in the habit of betting?

Witness—Ehe used often to put money
on & horse, She would say: “Papa has
given me & good tip, and 1 am golug to
put £20 or £30 on.  If you like, Ida, you
can have halfl a soverelgn with me.""

The Astorney General—And did you?

Witnessa—Yes, because she wished me,
and because I kbew I wns wsafe, Mr,

was & very knowing man. My
mistress would back o tip he gave her nt
twenty-five to one. 1 have known her
back it at fifty to one, She would do this
sometimes hefore the weights appeared.
Then her father would gay: “*Aggia’ (that
